I Mizens of heads were cracked by 
clubs in the hands of the special po­ 
lice. 
Scores of people were more or 
less injured. 
Platoons of foot consta­ 
bulary 
were 
stoned 
through 
the 
streets. 
A dozen or more of the foot 
men were beaten and kicked 
Mount­ 
ed 
police were dragged 
from their 
horses and beaten and kicked into in ­ 
sensibility. 
One women was hit in 
the head by a stone and her condition 
is serious. 
Hut out of it all no one was killed 
and the only shooting was when a 
mounted man was cornered near the 
Hank of 
Montreal and emptied his 
revolver into the air to frighten back 
his assailants. 
It proved poor strate­ 
gy. 
however, for the mob, angered 
more than 
ever by 
the display of 
arms, dragged him from his horse and 
heat and kicked him until a half doz­ 
en comrades charged directly into the 
mob and with their horses, bowling 
over the struggling, fighting crowd. 
Crowds Begin to Gather. 


Crowds of strikers began gathering 
at Main street and Portage avenues. 
the principal business corner of the 
city, coming from a 
monster 
mass 
meeting in Victoria park. 
Hunching 
on two corners they began milling, and 
deriding young 
Holt Rogers, son of 
Robert 
Rogers, former m inister 
of 
public works, who had taken over the 
duties of traffic 
policeman. 
Young 
Rogers served 
four 
years overseas, 
and came hack with the rank of cap­ 
tain. 
He stood his ground In the face 
of thousands of hooting rioters, until 
finally a squad of 40 special constables 
ou foot raced around the corner from 
a side street. 
T heir appearance 
was 
the 
signal 
for real trouble. 
They were rushed, 
separated and several were knocked 
down and kicked before they could 
rally and beat off the mob with their 
riot clubs. 
Then they formed in line 
and started up Main street toward 
C ity H all park, four blocks away. 
It 
w as a procession, thrown into tu r­ 
moil every few feet by rushes of the 
moi), hut the constables, ail returned 
soldiers, held their iine, the mob giv­ 
ing away a few feet in front of them 
but (losing in solidly behind them.

A purchaser can buy up to 320 acres 
if he w ishes. 
None can la* sold for 
less than five dollars per acre; th** 
average price in recent 
years has 
Im n about seven dolurs 
per 
acre. 
Assuming that half the land is good 
for farming, there is enough for 14,- 
062 eighty acre farms. Most of whut 
remains is situated in tile following 
five counties, namely:

From the windows of the 
White House one looked down on a

It was Mi*. Roosevelt's custom to 
Invite her intimate friend* to afternoon 
ten in the old fa*bioned garden.

Washington.—Congress Is consider­ 
ing, or already has considered iu part, 
si program of legislation on which near­ 
ly every m easure appear* as a top 
liner. 
It Is doubtful if ever beforo 
in the history of the country there were 
-so many big piece* of legislation be­ 
fore congress at one time as is the 
rase today, and in saying this one is 
mindful of those congressional periods 
in which the country was engaged Id 
war. 
It Is only necessary to take a list of 
the comparatively few' things which 
were given either full or partial con­ 
sideration In one or tile other of the 
two houses within the space of four 
days In order to prove the point of 
the legislative Importance of this ses­ 
sion.
